Y's  Hold  Conference 
Discuss  Prejudices 

“Brotherhood  Through  Youth” 
was  the  title  of  the  Tri-Y  confer¬ 
ence  last  Sunday  at  the  YM- 
YWHA  in  which  members  of  the 
three  Y’s  discussed  prejudice  and 
means  of  combatting  it. 

Guest  speaker  was  Arthur  Chap¬ 
in,  New  Jersey  Director  of  the 
Board  Against  Discrimination,  who 
spoke  on  “What  You  Can  Do  To 
Promote  Brotherhood”.  Mr.  Chap¬ 
in  stressed  the  importance  of  youth 
in  community  government. 

Mayor  DeVita  was  represented 
by  Joseph  Zimel,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  industrial  commission, 
who  expressed  the  Mayor’s  pleas¬ 
ure  at  seeing  such  a  group. 

Panel  Discussions 
There  were  six  panel  discussions, 
each  conducted  by  leader  and  a 
consultant.  The  titles  included, 
“Do  Laws  Promote  Brotherhood  ?”, 
“Crossing  Social  Barriers,”  Democ¬ 
racy  Through  Schools,”  “Some  of 
My  Best  Friends  Are  —  But,” 
“America,  Land  of  Opportunity?” 
“Do  Movies,  Television,  Radio,  etc. 
Mold  Public  Opinion  ?” 

An  animated  cartoon,  “Boundary 
Lines”  was  shown  which  described 
the  barriers  between  people  that 
begin  in  childhood  and  grow  larger 
with  the  ensuing  years. 

Esther  Tilchin,  president  of  the 
Tri-Y  club,  gave  the  welcoming  ad¬ 
dress  and  Phil  Benson,  program 
-  chairman,  explained  the  purpose 
and  goals  of  the  conference. 

The  YM-YWHA  jayvees  beat  the 
Tri-Y  All-Stars  in  a  basketball 
game  played  after  the  panel  dis¬ 
cussions.  Dinner  was  served  and 
a  dance  held  in  the  auditorium. 

This  is  the  first  time  the  Tri-Y 
club  has  sponsored  the  conference. 
Besides  Esther  Tilchin,  president, 
other  officers  of  the  club  are 
Charles  Arrington,  vice  president; 
Sue  Behrman,  secretary;  Ronald 
Gross,  treasurer;  Fay  Sachs,  cor¬ 
responding  secretary  and  Phil 
Benson,  program  chairman.

National  Competition 

The  two  pupils  from  each  high 
school  who  emerge  with  the  high¬ 
est  grades  will  have  their  papers 
sent  to  the  National  Committee  of 
Judges  at  the  American  Associa¬ 
tion  for  United  Nations.  They 
will  then  compete  with  other  h  gh 
school  students  from  the  entire 
U.  S. 

If  after  the  preliminaries  they 
are  among  the  top  fourteen,  they 
will  be  eligible  for  scholarships  of¬ 
fered  by  various  leading  colleges. 


Teacher  Donates  Books 
Library  Staff  Selects 

Dr.  Florence  Gibson,  teacher  of 
social  science,  has  recently  donat¬ 
ed  170  books  from  her  extensive 
home  library. 

Due  to  the  death  of  her  father, 
the  house  and  all  its  contents  is 
to  be  sold,  but  Miss  Gibson  before 
disposing  of  the  books  gave  the  li¬ 
brary  its  choice.  Miss  Grace  Grim- 
show  and  Miss  Daisy  Zandstra 
were  the  selectors.  They  chose  many 
books  dealing  on  all  subjects  in¬ 
teresting  to  high  school  students. 
Their  choice  was  based  upon  the 
requests  they  have  and  upon  the 
findings  of  the  most-read  books. 
These  include  many  histories,  bi- 
orgraphies  and  modern  languages. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  fiction 
books.  They  are  the  classics  both 
American  and  English.

Sullivan’s  book  “Our  Times.”  This 
book  is  rare  and  has  been  sought 
by  many  a  book  collector.

To  Matriculate  In  Israel 

Leaving  the  United  States  to 
study  in  Israel,  Armand  Lauffer. 
who  graduated  last  term,  will  take 
a  leadership  training  course  on  a 
scholarship. 

The  course  is  sponsored  by  the 
International  General  Zionist 
Youth  Movement  and  will  last  un¬ 
til  the  end  of  August.  It  includes 
the  study  of  Judaism,  the  needs 
and  georgraphy  of  Israel  and 
neighboring  countries  and  field 
trips,  hikes  and  travel  throughout 
Israel.  Armand  will  also  spend 
three  months  on  a  cooperative 
agriculture  development. 

To  Lecture  on  Return 

He  will  receive  training  that  will 
enable  him  to  teach  and  advise 
people  who  wish  to  join  youth 
movements  in  the  future.  On  his 
return  to  the  States,  Armand  will 
make  lecture  tours  concerning  his 
experiences  in  Israel. 

Prior  to  this,  he  was  active  in 
various  clubs  and  youth  organiza¬ 
tions. 

Leaving  with  Armand  yesterday, 
were  14  boys  and  girls  from  the 
United  States  and  Canada  as  well 
as  youths  from  South  Africa  and 
England.

Three  hundred  and  five  fresh¬ 
men  gathered  in  the  auditorium  to 
hear  short  talks  on  life  in  East- 
side  given  by  Principal  William  H. 
Wilson,  Mr.  David  Ross,  Mr.  Hen¬ 
ry  Rumana  and  Mr.  Walter  Krum- 
beck  on  Friday,  Jan.  26. 

Mr.  Wilson  Welcomes  Them 
Welcoming  the  freshmen  to 
Eastside,  Mr.  Wilson  impressed  on 
them  the  necessity  to  be  courteous 
and  obedient,  to  cooperate  with  the 
faculty,  the  advisors,  the  office  and 
janitorial  staffs  and  with  each 
other.  He  stated  further  the  im¬ 
portance  of  participating  in  the 
extra-curricular  activities  that 
Eastside  has  to  offer  and  the  need 
for  sufficient  home  study  and  reg¬ 
ular  attendence. 

Mr.  Ross  told  them  that  the 
school  was  very  happy  to  have 
them  and  that  they  were  expected 
to  uphold  the  name  of  Eastside.

Mr.  Krumbeck  answered  ques¬ 
tions  that  the  freshmen  had  con¬ 
cerning  the  various  courses,  pro¬ 
gram  changes  and  tile  procedure  to 
go  to  the  library  and  nurse. 

The  freshmen  were  urged  by 
Mi.  Rumana  to  come  out  for  sports 
in  their  freshmen  year  rather  then 
waiting  for  their  sophomore  or 
junior  years. 

N.H.S.  Aids  Freshmen

upon  a  time,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  just  about  a  month  ago, 
there  was  a  forum  for  high 
school  students  at  Springfield, 
N.  J.  at  which  various  phases 
of  international  affairs  were 
discussed.  All  the  participants 
were  well-informed  young 
people,  concerned  with  the 
vital  issues  of  the  day.  They 
carried  on  a  series  of  panel 
discussions  where  they  voiced 
their  opinions  on  controversi¬ 
al  matters  and  tried  to  reach 
decisions  as  to  the  solution  of 
these  problems.  They  also 
had  an  opportunity  to  listen 
to  an  extremely  interesting 
talk  by  a  person  who  had  had 
close  relations  with  Russian 
tactics. 

High  schools  from  all  over 
New  Jersey  sent  delegates  to 
this  meeting.  The  school  in 
one  of  Paterson’s  suburbs  had 
enough  representatives  to  fill 
a  chartered  bus.  But,  from 
.Eastside,  with  a  student  pop¬ 
ulation  of  2,100,  there  were 
only  three  delegates.  There 
is  no  reason  for  this  appalling- 
lack  of  student  interest  in 
such  affairs.  This  is  only  one 
instance  where  the  general 
apathetic  attitude  of  Eastsid- 
ers  is  displayed.  Many  of  the 
school’s  clubs  have  been 
forced  to  disband  because  of 
a  shortage  of  members  or  be¬ 
cause  the  people  who  did  be¬ 
long  were  unwilling  to  assume 
any  responsibility.  The  Stu¬ 
dent  Council,  the  CRITERI¬ 
ON  and  the  various  school 
teams  receive  a  minimum  of 
support  from  the  student 

body.  .  .  ... 

Now,  the  begming  ot  the 
term,  is  the  time  to  remedy 
'these  evils.  All  clubs  are  tak¬ 
ing  new  members,  the  CRI¬ 
TERION  is  selling  subscrip¬ 
tions  and  the  Council  is  be¬ 
ing  reorganized.  Each  stu¬ 
dent  should  make  a  point  of 
attempting  to  belong  to  at 
least  one  organization  and  to 
contribute  to  the  general  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  school.  Also, 
there  will  be  another  Interna¬ 
tional  Relations  forum  in  the 
spring.  It  would  be  an  im¬ 
provement  to  have  more 
Eastsiders  present.  Who 
knows,  maybe  there  will  be 
ten  delegates  this  time!

ALL  ABOUT  ART 


On  a  snowy  day  just  recently,  1 
struggled  through  the  slushy  black 
mush,  of  people-trampled  snow, 
towards  the  “chapel  of  modernism” 
on  West  54th  St.  For  a  Atere 
forty-four  cents  I  entered  the 
world  of  aesthetics  to  see  the  lat¬ 
est  showing  of  “Abstract  Art  in 
America”. 

Now  it  seems  that  since  the  lat¬ 
ter  part  of  the  nineteenth  century 
up  to  present  years,  a  portion  of 
very  extreme  radicals  of  art  have 
been  expressing  themselves  by 
daubing  paint,  sand,  sandpaper,  old 
denim  sleeves,  nails,  boards  and 
various  other  products  to  form 
composition.  Now  to  be  liberal  you 
have  to  take  this  in  stride  allow¬ 
ing  that  there  are  people  who  act¬ 
ually  enjoy  much  of  this  form  of 
expression,  claiming  that  this  is 
the  painting  of  the  fundamentals. 

But  this  leads  to  bewilderment 
especially  after  having  come  in 
from  a  raging  snow  storm  to  see 
a  canvas  entitled  “White  on 
White”.  And  another  mounted  be¬ 
hind  glass  was  pieces  of  bamboo, 
two  cut  sleeves  of  denim  to  add 
texture,  and  something  else  con¬ 
cluded  the  imagination  of  the  art¬ 
ist  who  entitled  this  “Going  Fish¬ 
ing.” 

Some  conformity  was  recognized 
amongst  these  pieces  with  wonder¬ 
ful  work  done  in  texture  composi¬ 
tion  and  symmetry  by  up-and- 
coming  young  moderns.

In  the  future,  credit  for  girl’s 
sports  will  be  computed  on  the 
basis  of  a  new  point  system.  Par- 
ticipents  are  allowed  a  maximum 
of  twenty  points  for  four  sports 
a  year.  Eastside  girls  may  choose 
from  seven  sports. 

Under  the  new  system,  awards 
will  be  presented  based  on  the 
number  of  points  the  girls  receive 
for  participation  in  sports.  The 
first  award  given  for  70  points  is 
a  numeral  emblem  of  orange  and 
blue.  Recipients  Of  140  points  are 
eligible  for  the  second  award,  a 
shield  of  blue  and  buff,  the  state 
colors,  in  the  form  of  their  school 
letter. 

A  buff  and  blue  emblem  which 
resembles  a  .map  of  New  Jersey  is 
awarded  to  those  who  gain  210 
points.  Eligibility  for  the  fourth 
award,  a  pin  in  the  shape  of  the 
state  flower,  the  violet,  the  partici¬ 
pant  must  receive  280  points. 

During  one  year,  a  girl  may  par¬ 
ticipate  in  four  sports  earning  fif¬ 
teen  points  in  each.  Only  20  pos¬ 
sible  points  may  be  earned  in  each 
activity.  Officials  may  earn  only 
fifteen  points  in  official  capacities 
each  year. 

Point  manager  for  this  system  is 
Lynda  Shampanier  who  is  assisted 
by  Edith  Klein.  Miss  Marion  Rea 
is  directing  the  girls  in  transpos¬ 
ing  the  points  fro  mthe  former 
system.  Present  seniors  will  re¬ 
ceive  their  awards  under  the  past 
method. 

Further  information  and  explan¬ 
ation  may  be  obtained  on  the  girl’s 
gym  bulletin  board  and  in  the  gym 
office.
